PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS 

The  chart  below  shows  the  desirable  depths  and  spacing 
under  average  conditions  for  the  familiar  garden  bulbs. 
This  is  a  safe  planting-guide  for  the  average  amateur  but 
should  be  varied  according  to  special  soil  or  temperature 
or  where  actual  experience  has  convinced  the  planter 
otherwise. 

As  an  example,  for  California  conditions,  particularly  in 
warmer  climatic  sections,  we  recommend  planting  much 
deeper.  Where  ideal  soil  and  drainage  prevail,  our  ex¬ 
perience  has  taught  us  that  Tulips  will  produce  the  finest 
results  if  covered  with  6  inches  of  soil. 

Many  of  our  garden  lilies  require  deeper  planting  than 
the  6  inches  specified  here.  We  state  the  recommended 
depths  in  our  lily  listing. 

Do  not  plant  too  early  in  California.  For  general  condi¬ 
tions,  we  recommend  the  planting  of  Tulips,  Narcissi, 
and  most  other  fall  bulbs  during  October,  November,  and 
early  December.  Where  the  stock  has  been  properly 
stored  in  a  cool,  dry  place,  we  find  they  succeed  very  well 
planted  even  as  late  as  early  January.  This  is  not  generally 
recommended,  however.

For 
soil,  provide  a  loose,  friable  condition 
— ample  humus. 

These  shade-loving  plants  are  one  of 
our  specialties.  We  use  the  finest  of 
hybridized  seed  and  grow  our  plants  in 
open  fields  to  produce  the  hardiest 
tubers. 

The  size  and  quality  of  the  flowers 
are  dependent  on  the  strain  of  seed 
used  in  their  propagation  and  the  care 
you  give  to  them.  The  size  of  the 
tubers  and  our  care  in  the  production 
fields  determine  the  size  of  the  result¬ 
ant  plants  in  your  garden;  jumbo  size 
tubers  develop  the  largest,  most  free- 
flowering  plants  with  earliest  blossoms; 
the  smaller,  bedding  size  tubers  will 
produce  just  as  fine  individual  flowers.

Spring  planting  is  satisfactory  if  the  bulbs  have  been 
kept  in  good  condition.  If  you  are  revamping  your  Lily- 
beds  in  the  spring,  tell  us — we  may  be  able  to  furnish  your 
requirements  at  that  time. 

It  is  important  to  plant  Lily  bulbs  at  their  proper  depth 
as  we  specify  in  the  descriptions. 

Good  drainage  is  necessary.  The  Lily-bed  should  be 
prepared  to  a  depth  of  about  2  feet,  providing  a  loose, 
friable  mixture  of  loam,  gravel,  sand,  and  leafmold,  with 
a  bottom  of  stones  and  rocks.
